The first official connection with this club came to me in early 
1932 depression through Victor Miller and Glyde Randall who persuaded 
me that I should do something for myself as well as for the club, 
whereby we both might benefit. 


On February 17, 1932, I became the secretary at a salary of 
$150.00 per month with one employee, Ruth Reid, two long tabbes, four 
chairs, and a map rack, which is s5111 in our possession. 


Five days later on February 22 a notice was poked through the 
letter slot on the front door, advising that our KAA affiliation had 
been cancelled. 


Fort Wayne, Lafayette, Evansville, Terre Haute, and a club at 
Indianapolis had been organised as the Hoosier State Automobile Assoc- 
dation, under the leadership of Mr. Moblitt, and this notice of can- 
cellation of affiliation came from this individual reprotanping the 
State Associa tion, At that time we hadia total of about 400 members. 


Finding that John Grogan knew Charles M, Hayos, President of the 
Chicago Motor @lub, I contacted John and asked him to call Mr, Hayes 
and endeavor to enlist hig in our behalf. We found Hr. Hayes in 
Florida attending the National AAA Board Meeting and he agreed to give 
us all the help possible, Vic Hiller, then president, made telephone 
contact with Mr, Hayes and we then prepared a written statement set- 
ting forth all the facts in the case. These facts included inforaatí&on 
to the effect that the Hoosier State had opened an office in the Deming 
Hotel and was proceeding with selling meaberships. A date for a hear- 
ing was set and the head of Hoosier State and Hr. Miller were asked to 
appie r before the board, Under the decision rendered by this board 
the Hoosier State representative Noblitt was instructed to withdraw 
from Terre Haute turning over to us all the names and information as tO 
the members they had acquired, which totalled 233. 


Prior to this time our affiliation included only Vigo County but 
under our petition presented to the board we asked for the additional 
counties of Clay, Greene, Owen, Parke, Putnam, Sullivan, and Vermillion. 
Frankly I was surprised we were given Putnam County but since no ob- 
jection was raised by the Hoosier Motor Club, jurisdiction was granted 


as requested. 


Cur membership with the 233 increase, then totalled about 560, but 
by January 1, 1934, our membership had decreased to 419. From that: 
point through various opera tions and contacts we began to increase 
regularly, going to 647 January 1, 1936. Then followed three years 
where increases were anall and January l, 1940 the total was 1424, 

Prom that point on we have had increases from 1% to abbut 11% in 1957, 
with the renewal ra te ranging from 86.4% in 1941 to better than
